That ls Why We Hang It High

N Britain at Christmas time—indeed, I 
think the custom holds good through- 
out northern Europe—-we hang up a 
mistletoe bough as part ofthe decora- 
tions. You know the mistletoe is a magi- 
cal plant: it was sacred to the Norsemen 
as the instrument of Baldur's death 
you pay remember the story. 


After this unfortunate occurrence Bal 
dur’s mother, Frigg, took the mistletoe 
and hung it high upon a tree, never 
again to touch the earth; and under it 
enemies were reconciled and gave each 
That is why 
we hang mistletoe high. 

When the Norsemen came raiding 
England they brought faith in the mistle- 
toe (mow doubly sacred as the instru- 
ment of Baldur’s death and as the plant 
of peace), It was soon taken over by the 
Druids. 

In Deuiflical times mistletoe could be 


| gatheréd only on certain nights and after 
| due ceremony and sacrifice. It was con- 


sidered—and still is by many country- 
men—extremely unlucky to cut down a 
tree on which mistletoe grew, or to allow 
mistletoe to touch the ground. And 
mistletoe upon the roof of a house was 
considered a sure protection against 
lightning 

This belief is not wholly dead even 


| yet: you may still occasionally see mistle- 


toe upon the roofs of cottages in isolated 


| parts of Britain 
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With the advant of Christianity, 
mistletoe, a. pagan plant, went out of 
religious favor. People: continued to hang 
it in houses, but it was absolutely for- 
bidden to take it into churches, except 
in York. There, in the centre of a pre- 


dominantly Norse district, it was treated 
| with great honor, carried with ceremony 


into the minster on Christmas Eve, and 
laid upon the high altar 

Then-a universal pardon and liberty 
was proclaimed for malefactors for as 
long as the mistletoe bough should lie 
upon the altar. Normally it was removed 
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on Twelfth Night at midnight, for by 
then it had shrivelled. The custom died 
when it was discovered that some of the 
talefactors had a new bough ready for 


January 7 

Now all belief in the magical powers 
of the mistletoe has died, for I doubt if 
the countryman who has it upon his roof 
really believes that it will fend off the 
lightning. 

But though the belief in its magical 
powers has died we still hang up the 
mistletoe at Christmas, though there is 
no longer any particular association with 
Twelfth Night. It was the custom until 
quite recently not to remove the Christ- 
mas decorations before Twelfth Night, 
which was Christmas until they changed 
the calendar. 

No longer have we faith in the 
powers of mistletoe. Once it formed the 
chief ingredient of a love-philtre which 
was very. popular among the young 
blades of. the town, and even more pop- 
ular among the old ones, 

I will give you the recipe for this 
love-philtre: “Take elecampane, the seed 
or the flowers, vervain, and twelve ber- 
ries of mistletoe. Dry well in an oven, 
and then beat into a powder. Give it to 
the person you design upon in a glass of 
wine, and it will work wonderful effect 
to your advantage.” 

Richard Burton, who seems to have 
had some personal experience, says that 
it ig most effective when given in “red 
wine of Burgundy.” I pass on the hint. 
But perhaps I also ought to remind you 
that Burton wrote the Anatomy of 
Melancholy 

Anyway, we still hang the mistletoe 
bough up high, but I fear that we no 
longer do so from the purest of motives, 
I very mugh doubt if any modern Eng- 
lishman hangs up the mistletoe at Christ- 
mas-in order that he may give his enemy 
the kiss of peace beneath it. But when 
he hangs it up he has kissing in mind. 
Oh yes!

There must be around a million persons 
in the United States who have a beginning 
or even a serious diabetes and don't know it 
Common symptoms are, increased thirst with 
increased passage of urine. and increased 
hunger, perhaps with loss of weight. Per 
fons who have diabetic relatives, who are 
stout, and are Jewish, should be particularly 
careful to have their urine checked and their 
blood sugar estimated at least once a year 
The blood test is often the more revealing 
because many persons go around for some 
time with an excess of sugar in their blood 
but not enough to “spill over’ into the urine. 
All people who get crops 
of boils should quickly 
have ‘their blood sugar 
measured, also all elderly 
persons who suffer from 
generalized itching and all 
persons who start losing 
their sight 

Diabetes is due to a 
destructive process in cer 
tain cells in the pancreas 
—a large digestive . gland 
which s back of the 
stomach. ‘These so-called islet cells produce 
the insulin which we must have if we are 
to handle the sugar we take in. Without 
insulin our fats also are not’ well handled.

Smal] children can get diabetes, ang when 
they do they must have the very best of care 
if they are to grow up strong and well, Dia 
betic women, when pregnant, also need special 
care if they are to have a live baby 

Today, there is little excuse for a 
betic’s getting into serious trouble or losing 
his life Even children with the severest 
form of the disease can be kept in 
health with the help of insulin. Older 
sons usually have a milder type of diabetes 
which can be controlled either with diet. or 
with the new pill that can be taken by mouth 
Younger persons with severe diabetes are 
not likely to get relief from the new medicine 

It is important that everyone with dia 
betes read one of the booklets that have been 
prepared for laymen by experts in this field 
A man’s héalth and his life will depend on 
his knowledge of diabetes, and perhaps of 
the way in which insulin must be taken. To
